When the dollar is twins, it will take 
you a weekly newspaper for a whole 
year, or a sleeping-car berth for one 
night \\ hen we get among tin- dol- 
ars. wo are in the very aristocracy of 
money.

water m the stieamt will prevent Ihe 
roots of the tiees from becoming dry 
even when diought prevails. All have 
observed how well forest trees thrive 
th it grow on the banks of streams, and 
it «eems strange th it fruit-raisers have 
not generally learned a lesson from na- 
ture and planted 
fruit trees in the 


places wheie foiest trees do so well. In 
parts of the West the banks of streams 
are hneel with wild ciab-apple tieos, 
though they do not grow on the places 
that farmers select for the sites of or- 
chards. 
1 hese ti ees that nature has 


planted grow finely, produce large 
crops, ancl are not subject to disease. 
Fhsif cultivated vaneties of fruit tree 
won Id do equally well in the same sit- 
uations seems certain. 
Trees prefer 


broken land, and the finest specimens 
can generally be found in. places that 
are of no value for producing ordinary

Still farmers and horti- 


culturists reject these places and plant 
tree^ for producing fruit in a smooth

It is ev ident tl-at they do not

thy of the highest regard Trees planted 
by the sides of sti cams and ravines are 
highly ornamental, and serve to beau- 
tify the farm as few things can.
